Nine Weeks of Study. 


When I first took the office I 
devoted nine weeks intensively to 
studying what had gone before, both 
in this country and in England. 

However, one of the principal ob- 
jects in the creation of the Commis- 
sion was to get away from precedent 
“os much as possible in the judgment 
of these cases, to have each case do- 
cided on its merits. It was intended 
that decisions should be made upon
